Expensive Repairs 


W ith a cave-in four feet long and 
two feet wide and a big crack extend­ 
ing 20 feet further the outlet cif the 
Cass street sewer is a wreck. 
Repairs and improvements costing 
between two and three thousand dol­ 
lars will have to be made at once, and 
the outlet changed to put the big sew ­ 
age system on a more efficient w o rk ­ 
ing basis. 
These improvements- were decided 
I upon this morning after an in s p e c t io n 
of the wreck by the board of public 
works, city engineer and sewer c o m ­ 
mittee of the council. 
R ecom m en­ 
dations xviii be made by the board 
of public works at tonight’s meeting 
of the council.

sewer outlet 
was caused by a change in the cur­ 
rent of the river at the foot of Cass 
street so that it no longer runs over 
the mouth of the sewer.

away by the water. 
Instead it piled 
nj) at the mouth of the outlet prevent­ 
ing the big tunnel emptying its un­ 
sanitary flow* into the river.

the tunnel choked up and with the 
accumulation of a lot of heavy gar­ 
bage emptied by the teams into the 
last manhole on the shore, the brick
